He Believes He Has Discovered the 
Magnetic Pole After 3 Years’ Work. 


SEATTLE, Sept. 16.—Capt. Amundsen, 
; who made the Northwest Passage, and 
‘is belleved to have located the north! 
| magnetic pole, reached Seattle yesterday 
1On the steamship Saratoga from Nome. 
A committee of the Chamber of Com- 
{merce and the local Norwegian societies 
met him. Owing to his desire to reach 
jthe Government observatory at Sitka to 
complete his magnetic observations, Capt. 
; Amundsen sailed for Sitka on the steamer 
| Jefferson a short time after his arrival. 
‘‘My observations extend over a period 
of three years, and it will take three 
years to calculate them,” he said. ‘* Until 
j that time it is utterly impossible to say 
| positively what I have accomplished by 
| my observations. I believe, however, that 
'I have found the North magnetic pole. 
I cannot say as yet whether it is a shift- 
ling point or extends over a large area. 
We also took careful observations of the 
aurora borealis, and I believe that my 
|observations will show that this phe- 
nomenon has a marked effect on the com- 
pass. Our zoological and ethnological col- 
j lection is fairly complete.”

IN BAD POSITION 
Passengers Are Landed on Thinly Set- 
tled Atoll Owned by This Country 
—Weather and Sea Favorable. 


VESSEL 


HONOLULU, Sept. 16.—The steamship 
Mongolia of the Pacific Mail line ‘s 
ashore at Midway Islands, in the North 
Pacific Ocean. The Manchuria, the sis- 
ter ship of the Mongolia, has just 
j been floated from a reef at Rabbit 
{Island, where she struck on Aug. 20, 
Thus two of the finest steamers in the 
Pacific trade, vessels comparable in size 
and elegance with the great transatlantic 
liners, met with similar misfortunes with- 
in a month. 

A message received from Capt. Porter 
of the Mongolia says that the vessel is 
on the rocks and is in a bad position. The 
{passengers have been safely landed on 
Midway Island. It is thought that steam- 
| ers will be hurried from this port with 
; supplies and tackle unless the Mongolia 
| be quickly floated. They will also bring 
| away her passengers. Midway is utterly 
fect in accommodations for so many 
people, and much hardship may result. 
| The Manchuria is now being towed to 
| this port by the tug Restorer. A great 
| crowd of people watched the Manchuria 
| coming in. During the final efforts to 
| pull the Manchuria off the reef several | 
thousand bags of flour were jettisoned. 
These washed ashore and were picked up 
by navvies.

Gen, de Dioulin, temporary commandant

hof to-day and offered his condolences to 
Mme. Trepoff, and later was present at

He then had 
a long conference with Col. Gherardl, an 
officer at the palace, who is a grand- 
nephew of the late American Rear Ad- 
miral Bancroft Gherardi. 

The post of commandant of the imperial 
palace is a special appointment made by 
the Emperor, and always is held by a 
strong and loyal man. Among the candi- 
dates for the position is Gen. Orloff, who 
was.named to replace Gen. Skallon as 
Governor General of Warsaw, but was not 
anxious to leave a Court post fer one so 
fraught with danger. Gen. Mossoloff, 
chief of the Imperial Chancellery, also is 
a powerful candidate, but Gen. de Dioulin, 
who with Gen, Trepoff had _in charge the 
maintenance of order in St. Petersburg 
during the big strikes, seems most likely 
to be the man to get the post. 

Emperor Nicholas and Empress Alex- 
andra have sent telegrams of condolence 
to Mme. Trepoff. It is not yet known 
whether the Emperor will attend the 
funeral or whether the fétes of the Cheva-

Power Boat - Races Demonstrates 


Feasibility of Proposed Plan. 


The criticism directed against the system of 
rating employed by the American Power Boat 
Association, which is sure to rob the sport 
of all interest if continued, has won many 
converts to the idea of rating motor boats in 
future races on the basis of actual perform- 
ance. The opponents of the actual performance 
idea have all along maintained that it was 
not possible to operate a system of the kind 
successfully. The recent carnival on the Hud- 
son answers their objection absolutely, and a 
summary of the results attained there shows 
that a correct idea of the speed of the vart- 
ous competitors can be gotten, and that they 
can be so classified as to produce close and 
spectacular races. 

In the recent races the same boats won in 
some classes every day. An examination of 
their records will show that on actual] per- 
formance had the boats of approximately the 
same speed been placed together a simple 
system of handicapping could have been em- 
ployed that would have brought them abso- 
lutely together. The only essential is to allow 
no boat to start until after it has been tried 
out and classified by the official handicapper 
over measured miles. 

The five boats which were tried out on 
measured miles demonstrated their relative 
capabilities perfectly. This trial placed Stand- 
ard, 2:22; Dixie, 2:39; Xpdnc, 2:42; Mercedes, 
3:08, and Vesuvius, 8:22 in that order. In 
the subsequent races they all started in dif- 
ferent classes. The speed trials show just 
where they should rate. Now, taking the re- 
maining races of the week it is interesting 
to see what the boats averaged per mile on 
each of the three racing days in the various 
classes as shown by the following table:

ZION’S FINANCES. 

It was a feature of DowIn’s propa- 
ganda that he always assured his fol- 
lowers there was money in the religion 
and that as a business operation it 
would pay. Now his society finds 
that it owes upward of six millions 
and has only about two millions of 
assets, these neither quick in their 
convertibility nor gilt edged, accord- 
ing to ordinary financial standards. 
From present outlooks the faithful 
stand to lose considerable money, and 
their some time prophet cannot afford 
them any relief, having lost his grip 
and his faculties, and being retired on 
a modest pension not secure against 
falling into arrears. 

What may be called the economical 
and commercial religions which in late 
years have risen up here and there 
seem all to go the same road—that is, 
into bankruptcy and the receiver's 
hands. There is only one notable ex- 
ception to this, and that is the Church 
of the Mormons, which has always 
been prosperous. The faithful pay 
their tithes punctually, affording the 
basis of a fund which renews itself 
continually and is always at the 
service of the administrators of the 
Church, who so far have shown ex- 
cellent business judgment, none of 
them trying to call the turn in the 
stock market, as the ill-starred Dowre 
did, with the result of being wiped 
out in a single brief campaign. In 
general a mixture of religion and 
business does not make a satisfactory 
combination, a lesson which the Zion- 
ists ought to have learned at a cheaper 
rate, as it has cost most of them 
pretty much all they had. Their pre- 
posterous old prophet at last shows 
up to them in his true colors, but too 
late to make their discernment of 
much avail. It is a pity that they 
couldn’t have seen through him before 
he got all their money away from 
them, brt the delusion of proselytes 
is an old _ story which it takes rude 
lessons of experience to correct, these 
likewise unavailing. Sometimes as the 
fool brayed in a mortar with no 
diminution of his folly may stand as 
the famillar attestation. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It seems as if the time 
were almost, if not quite, 
arrived for doing some- 
thing pretty  serious— 
there is no necessity for 
having any boiling oil in it—to the east 
side folk who are so often making 
trouble for the public schools by pre- 
tending to fear that their interesting off- 
spring are to be “cut up” by the visit- 
ing physicians.

There have been hints that these out- 
bursts are provoked bythe sly insinua- 
tions of east side doctors of the baser 
sort who see in the medical inspection of 
the schoolchildren the possible loss of 
certain fees, but as a matter of fact the 
inspections make business for the outside 
practitioners, rather than deprive them 
of it, for the official doctors are well con- 
tent to leave both prescribing and oper- 
ating to others when there is any chance 
at all that the ‘parents will have either 
done at their own expense. 

The truth is, it seems to us, that these 
mothers have fallen into a sort of “ hab- 
it’’ of getting up these needless but ex- 
citing and therefore more or less pleas- 
urable riots, and the only way to cure 
them of it is to make it evident that 
further indulgence in this amusement will 
certainly have for themselves inconve- 
nient results in the shape of arrests and 
fines. If this if not done there is sure 
sooner or later to be a tragical panic 
among the children of some school. Al- 
though hysteria is no more criminal than 
any other disease, its victims have often 
been restored to self-control by punish- 
ing them for losing it.

rides as must be taken daily in New York 
by most of its inhabitants. But all the 
difficulties and complexities would fall on 
the companies, and therefore could be 
viewed with entire composure by the pub- 
lic, and the companies themselves could 
avoid them all by the simple device of 
furnishing enough seats. To call this 
simple is not to assert that it would be 
easy, but the often-made claim that it is 
impossible will not receive either the most 
credulous or the most patient consider- 
ation from the public until it becomes 
much more clearly apparent than it is 
now that the companies are doing their 
best to accommodate the traffic as well as 
to make all possible immediate profit out 
of it, , 

We all know that there are much crowd- 
ing and delay that are without excuse of 
any kind and without other explanation 
than the corporate desire to get as much 
as possible and to give as little as possible 
in return. Certainly, if the standing pas- 
senger were required to pay only 8 cents, 
it would quickly be discovered that new 
cars could, after all, be bought and that 
not quite all the men in the country able 
and willing to run street cars are already 
performing that task. Our own reporters 
have given careful and accurate informa- 
tion as to the number of cars on lines 
where there is constant complaint of the 
inadequacy of tho service. The informa- 
tion was curicvusly out of harmony with 
the official schedules, but it will not, we 
think, be generally condemned for that as 
necessarily inaccurate.

PRINCIPLES OF GOVERNMENT. 


Not Impersonal, but Based on Recip- 
rocal Rights and Duties. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In yesterday's editorial, ‘‘ The Govern- 
mental Myth,’ you speak of the tendency 
of the mind to personify the forces of 
nature and of its modern direction to- 
ward personification of the forces of the 
Government, which, as you well say, is 
not a person, but an agency. 

You do not, however, as I trust, in- 
tend to leave the impression that you 
regard the forces of Government as be- 
ing, like the forces of nature, impersonal. 

Although government itself is an agen- 
cy rather than a person, its principals 
are persons, and its force is human pow- 
er. In reality government fs merely hu- 
man conduct, the conduct of men toward 
men, and its only principles are rules of 
human duty. A duty is that which is 
due from or owed by one person to an- 
other. But as one person cannot owe 
anything to another unless the latter has 
a right to it there can be no duty with- 
out a correlative right. Rights, duties, 
and principles of conduct exist in the 
nature of things prior- to and independ- 
ently of government; otherwise there 
would be no criterion or just warrant 
for the control of conduct by government. 

That the principles of conduct, those 
upon which government should be or- 
dained, are so simple as to be readily ap- 
prehended is recognized by government 
in the maxim that every man !s presumed 
to know the law, a presumption warrant- 
ed only on the assumption that the law 
will be in accord with self-evident prin- 
ciples of right. 

Whether this or that be a legitimate 
function of government is not to be 
learned from history, that unrellable rec- 
ord of how things have been for the 
most part done wrong,*but from those 
immutable principles by which men 
should always be guided in their conduct 
toward each other.

On one occasion 
when the Hohenzollern anchored off a Httle 
town, the German Consular Agent, as in duty 
bound, went aboard to pay his respects; but, 
not being possessed of a uniform, !t did not ap- 
pear to him necessary to appear at midday in 
the comic opera kit of evening dress on board 
the vessel. He therefore presented himself in 
an attire that compromised the official correct- 
ness of a frock coat by brown boots. His Maj- 
esty, however, resented the informality, called 
the attention of the Consul General at Bergen 


to the solecism, and announced his intention of 
ceasing to honor the place with any further 
visit. ; 


Where the Kaiser Draws the Line. 


The German Kaiser, having exhausted polite- 
ness and threats of lese majeste on camera 
fiends, evidently hopes to make a greater im- 
pression on the owners of spyglasses, according 
to the Berliner Tageblatt. On his arrival at 
Liegnitz to attend the Silesian manoeuvres he 
issued a proclamation saying that ‘‘the bad 


taste of turning field glasses and telescopes 
upon the monarch pains his Majesty excessive- 
ly, and the urgent wish is, therefore, hereby ex- 
pressed Se = popuisse apg will ~_ a 
pattern for the whole country in respecting the 
susceptibilities of his Majesty.” 


KING EDWARD’S ILLNESS. 


How the Facte Were Suppressed at 
the Time of the Coronation. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The statement made by Mr. William R. 
Howell in Tun Timms of Sept. 6 regarding 
the King’s illness, was perfectly correct 
on both counts, To my knowledge three 
of the proprietors of the most important 
London daily papers were fully aware of 
the serious condition the King was in, but 
they did not dare to print it. The only 
paper that had the courage to publish the 
truth was ‘ Reynolds's Newspaper,” 4 
Sunday radical organ, which stated on the 
Sunday before the date fixed for the cor- 
onation, that the King was dangerously 
ill, and the ceremony would have to be 
postponed. When the news was made 
public by proclamation on Tuesday at 
noon, Knollys, the King’s press agent, 
sent out a summons from Buckingham 
Palace to the proprietors of all the 
London papers to attend a meeting at 
the palace at 8 o'clock in the after- 
noon. When they were assembled he re- 
quested them, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, not to print the fact that they had 
been aware of the serious condition the 
King Was in, which they had suppressed 
owing to the repeated assertions of 
Knollys that his Majesty was in the best 
of health and spirits, The news was thus 
made known to the public as a great sur- 
prise. The real facts of the King's ill- 
ness have not yet been made known in 
Great Britain. 

His Majesty was taken {Il at Aldershot 
eleven’ days before the date set for the 
coronation, where he caught a_ chill 
through getting wet while witnessing a 
review. After dinner he became so ill 
that Sir Thomas Barlow ordered him red 
be taken to Windsor as quickly as pos- | 
sible. The drive from Aldershot to Wind- 
sor was made in a large brougham with 
the seats taken out. The King, who was 
suffering great agony, lay on the floor | 
of the carriage, while the Queen support- 
ed his head and Sir Thomas Barlow tried 
to ease his sufferings. On arrival at the 
castle, about 10:45 P. M., Sir Frederic 
Treves was summoned at once and the 
King was put into a hot bath. When he 
was immersed in the hot water he became 
unconscious, and for a few moments the 
doctors thought that he was dead, Dur- 
ing the following week the surgeons tried 
to diagnose the illness, but could not 
agree as to what it really was. They had 
not had the experience then that the 
American surgeong had in appendicitis. 
it was feared that he had cancer, and the 
King’s tongue was scraped every four 
hours by Sir Thomas Barlow, who slept 
in the next room to his Majesty, to see 
{f he could discover any traces of the 
deadly disease. On the Saturday previous 
to the coronation the surgeons decided 
that he had appendicitis, and.an operation 
would have to be performed. 

When King Edward was informed of 
their verdict he wished to have the opera- 
tion postponed until after the ceremony, 
as there was a possibility that he might 
not survive it, and he was very anxious 
that Queen Alexandra should be crowned. 

On the Sunday it was known through- 
out Windsor that the King was danger- 
ously ill and would not be able to attend 
the ceremony at Westminster on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday. The King did not 
wish to disappoint the public, and it was 
arranged that he should be crowned pri- 
vately at Buckingham Palace and the 
Queen should ride with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales in the procession. On 
Monday morning the Prince of Wales, 
who had spent the night at his father’s 
bedside, told the station master at Wind- 


!sor in my presence that his father was 


very ill. When King Edward came down 
to the station an hour after’ his son he 
looked deathly pale. His eyes were lid- 
ded, and he sat bending over in the car- 
riage with the pain he was suffering. 
It was a pathetic sight to see him trying 
to hide his agony and smile in response 
to the cheers of the people who were 
waiting on the platform. 

The Windsor correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times, who was on the platform 
with me, wired to his paper that the 
King was in the best of health when he 
left the royal borough. On the Tuesday 
the King got worse and the operation had 
to be performed at once. When the news 
of the postponement of the coronation 
was made known and the serious condi- 
tion of his Majesty it nearly caused a 
riot in the City of London. The police 
reserves were ready and the Household 
troops and Footguards were under arms 
in their barracks. 

It is estimated that over $15,000,000 was 
lost by the postponement of the corona- 
tion, and hundreds of people who had 
invested all their savings in seat building 
and decorations were ruined. The late 
Marquis of Salisbury wished to announce 
the illness of the King earlier, but he 
was overruled, and this was one of the 
causes of his resignation of the Premier- 
ship shortly afterward. It was a great 
credit to the British Nation that they 
took the news so philosophically and con- 
tented themselves with an expression of 
regret that it had not been made earlier. 

The withholding of the news from the 
public until the last moment was one of 
the most cruel things ever inflicted upon 
any nation, and could not have happene 
in this country. The truth was sent to 
America and the Continent, while it was 
suppressed in and denied in Great Brit- 
ain by Knollys, the official press agent 
of the royal household. If your corre- 
spondent who signs himself “‘ N. N. D," in 
Wednesday’s issue of THs Timms wishes 
to learn the truth about the King’s illness 
he might ask Sir Thomas Lipton, who 
arrives in New York on the 2ist of this 
month, as he was on the Sunday after- 
noon in question at the bedside of the 
King, who had summoned him, and knew 
the actual conditions. To this day the 
British public is not aware how near his 
Majesty was to death at that time. 

If a skillful American surgeon had been 
summorc<ad to attend King Edward when 
he was first taken ill he would havo 
recognized the symptoms and performed 
the necessary operation. The public 
would have received the news of the post- 
ponement of the coronation nine or ten 
days earlier, and a few millions of dollars 
would have been saved. not to mention 
the worry and mental anxieties.

THE ART OF POCKET-PICKING. 
Practical Schools Becoming Numerous 


on the East Side. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Cannot some effort be made by the 
Detective Bureau or probably by some 
special society formed for the purpose 
of combating the prevailing deplorable 
condition (especially on the east side) of 
the art of pocket-picking? Apparently 
the art, which seems to have developed 
into a well-organized “ profession,” is a 
successful enterprise, judging from the 
number engaged in it. Being a resident of 
Rivington Street, unfortunately, I fre- 
quently have the opportunity of watching 
these organized gangs at work. 

They usually consist of half a dozen 
ragamuffing, who cling closely together. 
Their harvest is generally in one of the 
crowds which so frequently and rapidly 
congregate in front of every fakir or howl- 
ing peddier, and especially around election 
times in front of the cart-tail stumpers. 
Their method is to stay outside of the 
crowd and send one of their number to 
do the active work. Any layman caring 
to observe can see this worker, with his 
shifting eyes, carefully and nervously 
elbowing his way, watching for a4 
favorable opportunity. Should the luck- 
less victim become aware that he was 
robbed and make an effort to recover his 
property, then woe betide him. The gang 
outside of the crowd being on the alert, 
at once rush into the crowd, the booty 
is passed to an accomplice, and should 
the victim attempt to hold the thief, he 
is at once set upon and mercilessly beaten. 
I have watched such performances num- 
bers of times, and it is galling to find 
one’s self helpless. The gang always man- 
ages to be sure that no policeman is in 
sight, and for one to interfere means the 
taking of one’s life in his hands. 

The demoralizing effect of such a state 
to the children of the neighborhood, not to 
say anything of the loss to the robbed, 
certainly merits some action being taken 
to abort this evil.

Free Alcohol Distilleries. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your article on ‘‘ Free Alcohol Distillertes ” 
fails to reach the real point in the case. 
Under the law all spirits, when distilled, must 
be inspected into a bonded warehouse on the 
distillery premises, 1. e., on the premises cov- 
ered by the distillery survey license and bond. 
It does not matter whether the distillery be a 
large one, consuming 8,000 or 10,000 bushels of 
grain per day, or whether it be a small one of 
a capacity of half a barrel. The inspection of 
all distilled spirits into bond ‘‘on the prem- 
ises"’ is necessary for the protection of the 
public and the Government alike. 

In. denaturizing these spirits they are re- 
leased from bond without tax payment. Your 
contention that @ monopoly could be bred under 
the law will not stand, as a knowledge of the 
distilling business will clearly demonstrate. 

Under the law any one can make alcohol. 
Many people have made it, until the trust and 
independent capacity combined have so re- 
duced the price that it is made almost at cost, 
This producing capacity is now almost double 
the present consumption. With the additional 
uses of denatured goods, they may run to their 
full capacity, and thousands of smaller ones 
will probably spring up to assist in supplying 
the demand—all, of course, under Government 
control to prevent fraud.

PLENTY OF STREET CARS 
FOR SHORT-HAUL RIDERS 


Further Demonstration of Where 
the Earnings Come In. 


ROOM IN BROADWAY SUNDAYS 


When It’s Short-Haul Traffic Not Made 
Up of*Men on Business Bent— 
Scant Service to Fort George. 


That President Vreeland sounded the} 
Keynote of the whole surface car service | 
problem when he said that increased 
“short haul’? business was the cause of 
the advance of $1,000,000 in the Metro- 
politan Compaiy’s earnings for the last 
year was again demonstrated by obser- 
vations made by a TimrEs reporter yester- 
day. It was also ascertained that there 
are always plenty of cars to do the 
“short haul” business, whereas the lack | 
of cars and men to which Mr. Vreeland | 
ascribes the inefficient service complained 
of is only noticeable on “long-haul” 
routes. 

Four observations were made yesterday 
afternoon—one at Broadway and Ninetieth | 
Street, one at Amsterdam Avenue and/ 
Ninetieth Street, one at Amsterdam Ave- 
nue and 125th Street, and one et Second 
Avenue and Ninetieth Street. It was 
found: 

That twice as many cars passed north- | 
bound on Broadway yesterday in half an 
hour as passed in the same period on| 
Friday. 

That most of these cars were but half 
filled, whereas the cars operated on Fri- 
day, with two exceptions, were crowded. 

That four more cars went north on 
Broadway yesterday than passed 125th 
Street on Amsterdam Avenue bound for 
Fort George. 

That all but one of the Fort George cars 
were carrying standing passengers. 

That ten more cars passed in one direo- | 
tion on Second Avenue yesterday after-| 
noon than were operated on Broadway in 
the height of the rush on Friday in the 
game length of time. 

That the Second Avenue cars with few | 
exception were less than half filled, and 
that none of them was crowded. 


Day for “Short-Haul” Traffic. 


From all appearances yesterday, the| 
traffic on upper Broadway on Sunday is 
“short-haul” traffic. On week days it 
‘ts largely “long-haul” traffic. West side 
residents come downtown shopping and on | 
other business then, while on Sunday the/| 
afternoon is devoted principally to visit-| 
ing. That the traffic yesterday about 1) 
o'clock was “short-haul” business was | 
also evidenced by the fact that most of | 
the cars stopped at every corner, while on | 
week days there are frequent runs of| 
three or four blocks. 

Between 1 o'clock and 1:80 yesterday | 
afternoon sixteen cars passed Ninetieth 
Street northbound. In two passengers 
were standing, one other was comfortably | 
filled, and the rest were not more than/| 
half filled. In one car there were only 
nine passengers. The total number of 
passengers without seats was fourteen. 
The minimum interval was one minute; 
the maximum three and a half minutes. ~ 

In comparison with this, eight cars| 
passed Sixtieth Street northbound on 
Friday, the intervals varying from one 
minute to eighteen and a half minutes; 
there were fifty-one passengers standing 
and only. twenty-two seats available. Be-| 
tween 5 o'clock and 5:30 on the same day 
only thirteen Broadway cars passed For- | 
ty-second Street northbound, and every 
one of them contained passengers who| 
were obliged to stand. 

One block to the east of Broadway the | 
Fort George line is operated. Particu- 
larly on Sunday this is a well-patronized 
line. The traffic is essentially and ex- 
clusively “long haul,’ the intermediate 
business being done by the Amsterdam 
Avenue-125th Street line. The cars run | 


alternately over these routes 

While sixteen Broadway cars were zo-| 
ing north with light loads, eleven Fort} 
George cars passed Ninetieth Street. | 
There was room for passengers on only 
four of them. The 125th Street cars 
which passed during the same period car- 
sied so few people, comparatively, that!

routes in equal proportion was not ap-| 
parent.

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EAST SIDE JEWS HONOR 
RABBI JOSEPH’S MEMORY 


Throngs Flock to the Unveiling of 
His Tombstone. 


LEADERS PRAISE HIS WORK 


Impressive Ceremonies at the Grave of 
the Man Whose Funeral 
Caused a Riot. 


As the sun rose over the foothills of 
: yesterday, Jews from the lowcr 


east side gathered at the gates of the 
Union Fields Cemetery on the broad pla- 
teau overlooking Ridgewood, Brooklyn. 
The men spoke to one another in whis- 
pers, the women carried Yiddish books 
from which they chanted prayers, and 
the boys held lunch baskets under their 
arms. 

Within the cemetery the sun shone down 
on the plot owned by the Beth Hamedrasa 
Hagadol Congregation of Norfolk Street, 
Manhattan. Just inside the gates a stone 
was covered with a white cloth. It waa 
low and flat, and it contrasted strangely 
with the tall slab inscribed with Hebrew 
characters which stood alongside it. Yet 
it rested On a more important grave than 
that of its tall companion, for Jewish cus- 
tom thus distinguishes by the shape of 
the tombstone the importance of the 
dead. 

The low stone marked the grave of Rab- 
To, the Jews, Rabb! Joseph 
was best known as a beloved spiritual 
leader. It was his funeral, four years 
ago, which caused a riot on the lower east 
side, in which many persons were injured. 

| The cloth on the grave accounted for the 
presence of the solemn crowd at the ceme- 
tery gates. Last week the word had 
passed from mouth to mouth, that a 
tombstone was to be unveiled on the grave 
of the great rabbi. 
Before dawn yesterday orthodox Jews 
| left their homes in this city, dressed in 
| their best clothes, and went to Brooklyn 
across the Williamsburg Bridge and the 
{Grand Street Ferry. When they reached 
the cemetery, they had to wait in front 
| of the gates until they were opened at & 
| o'clock, Long before that hour a line 
had formed which extended far down the 
| road leading to the cemetery. 

500n before 8 o'clock, fifteen policemen 

in charge of a Sergeant arrived. They 
| were on hand to prevent a repetition of 
the scene which attended the burial of 
| Rabbi Joreph's body, when the riot of the 
east side was almost repeated. Their 
} Services were not required. The crowd, 
| which already numbered a thousand or 
more, passed through the gates in an or- 
derly procession. Reverently they marched 
|down the main road and turned into‘ the 
|plot of the Beth Hamedrash Hagadol 
| Congregation. 
There they showed their deep affection 
| for the dead leader. The women gath- 
| ered in a group around the foot of the 
} stone and chanted from books printed in 
| Yiddish. Tears rolled down their cheeks. 
|The men bowed their heads and were 
silent, 

As new parties arrived some of the ear- 
ly comers moved away from the stone to 
| give the others a chance to view it. Then 
| the early comers walked around the plot, 
| visiting the graves of departed ones, 
| while the new-comers chanted prayers. 

It was an impressive sight to see one of 

these groups around a grave, with a pro- 
fessional cantor in their midst. The can- 
tor, an elderly man, with long, flowing 
white beard, would lean with his hand 
on the stone over the grave and intone 
the prayers in a deep, musical voice. 

When a crowd of at least 5,000 persons 
had assembled the actual ceremony of 
unveiling the tombstone began. There 
were prayers an addresses, all in 
Yiddish. The addresses were delivered by 
Rabbi Phillip H. Klein, Rabbi Joseph E. 
Fried, Rabbi Mendes, Rabbi Bernard 
Drachman, Rabbi Jeiner, and others. 
Michael Jacob, son of the dead rabbi, 
|} unveiled the stone, 

All the speakers praised the dead rabbi. 
| They told of his birth, in Wilna, Russia, 
nearly sixty years ago, and of his educa- 
tion at Walosen, in that country. He 
was “imported,” as one of them ex- 
pressed it, from Russia to take charge of 
ithe Russian Orthodox Jewish congrega- 
tions in New York in 1888. Here he was 
the head of eighteen congregations. He 
died about four years ago. 
| ‘The stone is a flat piece of granite, with 
| Yiddish inscriptions. It was put on the 


| grave by Rabbi Joseph’s family. All the 
| afternoon groups visited the grave. There

Pastor Preaches Against It and Con- 
gregation Votes with Him. 


The Rev. Emil A. Meury, pastor of the 

|Second Reformed Church, Jersey City, 
called a meeting of his congregation last 
night to decide whether or not games or 
devices of any sort, games of chance, or 
raffling should be tntroduced at a fair to 
be given in December for the benefit of 
the church fund, which is designed to 
erect a new building. Pastor Meury 
preached from the text, Jeremiah, xxii., 
13: ‘‘ Woe unto him that buildeth his 
| house by unrighteousness and his cham- 
bers by wrong.” . 

“T have selected this text,’’ said the 

| pastor, “because the fair we propose to 
give is to raisé money to build a new 
church, and I believe we should begin 
right. Gambling, in my opinion, 1s no 
better when carried on at a church faif 
than it is when-conducted on a-race track 
| or in the gilded halls of Saratoga.” 

He exhorted his congregation to oppose 
| by all means in their power any effort 
that might be made to introduce any ele- 
ment of chance into the conduct of the 
coming fair. 

No good, said the pastor, could come of 
money obtained by dishonest means, and 
he felt that there were enough good peo- 


ple in Jersey City to make tbe fair a 
financial success without resorting to im- 
proses prattices. Fifteen years ago he 
imself had made and operated a wheel 
of fortune at a fair, over which he pre- 
sided, but since then he had seen a new 
light. 

Pastor Meury closed by calling on all 
members who favored gambling at the 
fair to rise. One solitary man struggled 
to his feet. Then the pastor called on 
those who opposed gambling to stand up.

| different attention of the waiters and the 
| unreasonable time they are kept waiting 
their luncheon hours for dishes that

are marked “ ready’ on the bill of fare. 


| At one of the largest hotels on Broad- 
way yesterday the manager explained 
that competent waiters are scarce just 
|now. The new hotels which are springing 
|up in all directions, he gaid, have been a 
| heavy drain upon the Imited supply of 


table help. 
On the other hand the waiters say that 


the restaurant proprietors want to keep 
}all their money and do not pay their men 
living wages. It has long been known 
‘that one of the largest restaurants does 
|not pay its waiters any wages, but on the 
|contrary makes them pay for breakages 
out of the tips’ they earn. 

The average pay of a waiter in the 
|smaller restaurants is $1 for a day of 
twelve hours, exclusive of tips, and the 
waiters have to work seven days a week. 

Old established restaurants like the 
| Waldorf, Sherry’s, Delmonico’s, and 
Shanley’s keep the same waiters until 
} they grow fat and prosperous, but some 
of the newer establishments look as if 
they had recruited their waiters wherever 
labor could be had. Now the demand 
for waiters is so great that it is almost 
impossible to get competent men because 
there is not enough encouragement given 
by the proprietors for young men to be- 
come waiters.

Germans Commemorate First 
Landing of Countrymen. 


THEIR PART IN OUR HISTORY 


Services of Germans to the Country 
of Their Adoption Recalled 
by One Speaker. 


er Tag yesterday in Terrace Garden. The 
festivities were under the auspices of the 

Inited German Singing Soé¢leties of New 
York. Deutscher Tag, the celebration of 
this festival, is to commemorate the land- 
ing of the first Germans at Germantown, 
near Philadelphia, under the leadership 
of Praetorius. The real anniversary 
comes in October, but as it ts difficult 
to rent a hall for the festivities in that 
month the date for the celebration has 
;been advanced. Yesterday's observances 
were the fifth of their kind held in this 
city. There were two meetings held in 
thonor of the day, one in the afternoon 
and another in the evening. 

President A. Arns of the Arrangement 
Committee in his speech of welcome ex- 
plained that the purpose of the celebra- 
tion was to keep alive in\the Germans 
the ideals which they had brought with 
them from the fatherland, and to keep 
alive also the love of the German lan- 
guage among them. He introduced Dr. 

Philip Hexamer of Philadelphia, Presi- 
dent of the Deutscher National Bundes 
Verein, who reminded the Germans pres- 
ent of the important part they had played 
in the early history of this country, moro 
particularly tn the War of the Revolution. 

“When you are telling your children 
of the part their forefathers took in those 
early struggles for liberty,” he _ said, 

“don’t forget to tell them the incident 
of Peter Muhlenberg, the German preach- 
er. He was standing one Sunday morn- 
ing before his congregation in those try- 
ing days before the war clad in his min- 
isterial gown. Suddenly he exclaimed: 
* My friends, there is a time to preach and 
there is also a time to fight. 
the time to fight has come!’ 

“Then, throwing aside his gown, they 
saw him stand revealed in the uniform of 
an officer. 

** And you can tell them, too,”” Dr. Hex- 
amer continued, “ that the part that man 
played fighting for American freedom 
was a@ part no German need be ashamed 

| of.”’ 
In the evening there was another ad- 
dress by Dr. Ernest Rickert, lecturer at 
Columbia University, on ‘‘ The History of 
German Civilization.” Dr. Richert ap- 
pealed to the Germans present to give 
more support to the German classical 
lays. ‘* We support them rather indif- 
erently in this city,’’ he said. 

“When Dr. Hexamer came here to-day 
he came almost directly from the celebra- 
tion attending the opening of a new Ger- 
man Theatre in Philadelphia, which was 
built at a cost of $250,000. In this city 
the Russians have six theatres, and we 
have only one. Even that we do not 
support as we should. We ought to be 
more loyal to our splendid classical auth- 


ors. 

‘Here is another thing I feel con- 
strained to speak of. It is the matter of 
teaching German to our children. [Ap- 
plause.} I do not say that you should 
relax your efforts to get all the German 
you ean for your children in the public 
but you should do more than 
that. You should uppers the German 
schools as well. You should not preach a 
love of German in public, and allow your 
children to spreak English at home. Nor 
‘is it right that the public at large should 
contribute in any unreasonable measure 
toward teaching your children a language 
tn which they take no especial interest.’ 

Aside from the speeches there were two 
very long musical and literary pro- 
grammes. Severai German singing socie- 
tles sang. There were also athletic per- 
formances of various kinds under the aus- 
pices of Turn Vereins. The day’s festivi- 
ties ended with a dance. 


EX-GOV. A. T. BLISS DEAD. 


He Is Stricken with Apoplexy In a Wie- 
consin Sanitarium.

Aaron Thomas Bliss of Michigan died this 
morning at 4 o'clock of a stroke of apo- 
plexy at the Sacred Heart Sanitarium. 
His body was shipped to Saginaw, Mich., 
where the funeral will be held. 


The death of ex-Gov. Bliss was sudden, 
but not unexpectéd, because his condition 
was such that a stroke was momentarily 
looked for. He was stricken with paraiy- 
sis about a year ago, and has been to 
failing héalth ever since. Bright's dis- 
ease also developed.

Aaron Thomas Bliss was elected Gov- 
ernor of Michigan in 1900 and re-elected 
in 1902 He was born tn Smithfield, Madi- 
son County, N. Y., in 1837, and educated 
at a country school.

Bliss served as a State Senator 
and one term in Congress before his elec- 
tion as Governor. He wes prominent in 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 


JOHN H. MICHENER DEAD. 


Was President of the Bank of North 
America of Philadelphia.

Michener, President of the Bank of North 
America and President of the Philadelphia 
Clearing House Association, died to-day 
of heart disease. Mr. Michener wag at

Mr. Michener was one of the leading 
financiers of Philadelphia. As President 
of the Clearing House Association he was 
pronounced in his opposition to granting 
the request of the Real Estate Trust 
Company for a loan of $7,000,000 the day 
the looted trust company closed its doors.

TOLD ROUND THE TICKER. 


JOHN E. GARDIN of the National City 
Bank has had much prominence in Wall 
Street operations recently because of the 
Share of his bank in the gold import 
movement. Of late years the National 
City Bank has to a large extent replaced 
private bankers as importers of gold, and 
Mr. Gardin has taken a large part in all 
these recent movements. The beginning 
of the present movement found Mr. Gar- 
din in the West on a vacation. This 
was brought abruptly to an end, and 
within a week after his return engage- 
ments of gold by the National City Bank 
amounting to about $15,000,000 were an- 
nounced. 

Much of the time in the Summer that 
Mr. Gardin does not devote to exchange 
operations he spends on the golf links. 
He was in the middle of a game last 
week when he was called home to im- 
port gold, and if he was any less en- 
thusiastic in his efforts to bring gold to 
New York than he was at his game of 
golf his friends were unable to discover 
the fact.

B.R.T.FORCED TO STOP - 
TRAINS AT AVENUE € 


Residents Jubilant Over an Order 
from State Commission. 


PASSENGERS HELD UP TRAINS 


Blocked Traffic While They Walked to 
Their Regular Station on 
the Tracks. 


The people living in the neighborhood 
of Avenue C and the Brighton Beach 
| Division of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
system rejoiced yesterday over a victory 
which they thought they had won in the 
fight to compel the company to stop all 
trains at the Avenue C station. Yester- 
day morning employes of the company 
took down the signs at Avenue C saying 
that the stopping of trains there had been 
‘temporarily discontinued.”’ 

The residents were jubilant when a 
train from Manhattan stopped at the 
station. AJ] other trains throughout the 
day stopped at Avenue C, and the resi- 
dents felt that the company had yielded 
in the fight. The company said that it 
discontinued the use of the station be- 
cause it could use only one track at that. 


! point while the work of depressing the 


road was going on. A few days ago the 
State Railroad Commission ordered the 
company to stop traing at the station in 
the “rush hours” each day. This did 
not satisfy the residents, however, and 
they continued the fight to have trains 
stopped at the station at all hours of 
the day. 

One scheme which the residents adopted 
to worry the company into giving in 
caused merriment in the neighborhood. 
Avenue C passengers who were forced to 
leave the trains at Beverly Road, the 
first station north, would hurry to the 
front of each train, and, forming in dou- 
ble file, would march solemnly along the 
track in front of the train for the 
block to Avenue C. In vain 
would the motorman blow the whis- 
tle or yell at them for a clear track; the 
determined Flatbush residents would 
march serenely along on the track, feel- 
ing that the exasperated motorman would 
not dare to run over a dozen or @ score 
of persons at once, The residents would 
usually walk very slowly, and the train 
would just crawl along behind them. 
When the end of the long block to Avenue 
C had been reached fully five minutes 
would be lost by the motorman, while the 
other passengers in the cars would com- 
plain about the delay.

Flies on the Church hurch Where Lawrence

VATICAN APPEALS FOR AID. 


Trouble In France Has Cut Off Much 
of Its Revenue. 


In a letter which will be read in all the 
Catholic churches of the Newark Diocese 
next Sunday the Right Rev. John J. 
O'Connor, Bishop of the diocese, disousses 
the trouble between the Vatican and the 
French Government, and points out the 
necessity of replacing the funds taken 
from the Vatican by liberal contributions 
in the Peter’s Pence colle¢tion.
